GEHING STRONG 
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Coolidge Utterance ‘I Do 
Not Choose To Run’ 
11 Years Ago Today 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2—

liam E. Momberg, 67 years old, 
well known Sedalian who p ass­ 
ed away suddenly Sunday m orn­ 
ing at his home 300 West Third 
were conducted at 10 o’clock this 
morning at the McLaughlin Fu­ 
neral Chap el with the Reverend 
R, W. Leazer, p astor of the First 
Bap tist church, officiating.

Eleven years ago today, Calvin 
Co o lidg e uttered one of the mo st 
I famous sentences of modern p oli­ 
tics: 
“I do not choose to run for 
p resident in 1928.” 
The rev erbera tio ns ca used by 
the cryp tic announcement have 
died with the p assing years, but 
on the anniversary there is argu­ 
m ent once more over the issue 
behind 
the 
statement—a 
p resi­ 
dential third term. 
Some p oliticians p redict Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt will seek a third 
term in the white house in 1940. 
Others declare he will not. Some 
say they will sup p ort him if he 
does. ^ Others contend he could 
not win. 
Only last night Senator Lewis 
(D -Ill), a Roosevelt follower, said 
a bid from the p resident for re­ 
nomination 
would 
destroy 
the 
Democratic 
p arty. 
He 
added, 
however, he believed Mr. Roose­ 
velt was “not such a man as to 
p resent himself for a continuous 
third term.” 
Senator Smathers (D-NJ), on 
the other hand, said his one re­ 
maining p olitical ambition was to 
help reelect Mr. Roosev’elt be­ 
cause “there is no one big enough 
or strong enough to carry on 
for him.” 
“Conservative and reactionary 
forces” 
of both 
major p arties, 
Smathers said, are backing Vice 
President Garner, but he ex p ress­ 
ed the belief Garner would not 
let his name be used “in a scheme 
to scrap the humane p rogress of 
the New Deal.” 
Senator 
Holt 
(D-WVa) 
and 
some other anti-Roosevelt sena­ 
tors ex p ect to p resent a resolution 
nex t winnter voicing disap p roval 
of a third term. 
A similar reso­ 
lution was adop ted by the senate 
in 1928, a few months after Cool­ 
idge had issued his “I do not 
choose” statement. 
When the latter announcement 
was made, Coolidge was vacation­ 
ing in the Black Hills of South 
i Dakota. 
He himself wrote out 
the single sentence. 
Coolidge made the statement on 
thè fourth anniversary of Presi­ 
dent Harding’s death. 
Some p oli­ 
ticians read into this the fact that 
Coolidge considered it the end of 
his first full term as p resident.

This 
child 
should 
also,

bring his friends into a decently- 
ordered house, and show other 
children that he is important to 
his parents. 
But back to possessions. 
Tommy next door has just been 
given a new bicycle. 
There is

Amount of Green In Many Vege­ 
tables Clew to Vitam in A Content 


Vitamin A has already 
been 
mentioned frequently 
in 
these 
columns as one of the most neces­ 
sary substances in the human diet. 
It has also been pointed out fre­ 
quently that few people need to 
take extra vitamin A because this 
vitamin is widely distributed in 
many common food substances. 
In foods of plant origin there 
seems to be a direct parallel be­ 
tween the amount of greenness in 
the plant and the amount of Vita­ 
min A. 
The plants with thin green lea- 


ves are among the best sources 
of vitamin A. Thus it is reported 
that the outer green leaves of ice­ 
berg lettuce, which are usually 
removed before the head lettuce 
is offered to the consumer, have 
been shown to be from 30 to 40 
times as rich in vitamin A as the 
Tnner bleached leaves which make 
up the head of lettuce. 
Moreover 
the outer green leaves of a head 
of young cabbage are also report- 
* ed to be a much richer vita- 
Imin A content than the inner 
¡white leaves. 
j 
Other green vegetables which 
¿contain large amounts of vita­ 
min A are the green seeds and 
seed foods, such 
as 
peas 
and 
I green snap peas, green peppers, 
asparagus, 
brocolli 
stocks 
and 
* green celery. 
i 
Other foods which are rich in 
vitamin A are those which have 
a noticeable yellow color. This 


I yellow color is derived from caro­ 
tene, which is the substance out 
of which the body makes vita­ 
min A. 
The best known exam- 
iples of such substances are car- 
: rots 
and 
sweet 
potatoes. 
Fur- 
jthermore, such fruits as apricots, 
.yellow peaches and bananas are 
also rich in vitamin A. 
I 
Studies of vitamin A content 
indicate that when there is a 
yellow and white variety of any 
(given fruit or vegetable, the yel- 
*low variety invariably has a high- 
*er content of vitamin A than the 
j white variety. 
Yellow peaches 
'and tomatoes are of a high vita- 
imin A content, whereas the cor- 
i responding 
white 
varieties 
are 
I merely fair in their content of 
I vitamin A.

However, a yellow color alone 
is not an infallible guide to vita- 
;min A content, because there are 


-Other plant pigments which are 
yellow beside carotene. 
Dr. Hazel E. Munsell points out 
that a red color Is also mention- 
^ed sometimes as a guide to vita­ 


min A content. 
While it is true 
, that tomatoes and red peppers 
'may be good sources of vitamin A, 
i Dr. Munsell recalls that these pro­ 
ducts 
were 
green before 
they 
were red. 
Therefore, a red color 
is merely accidental as an indi­ 
cation in itself of vitamin A con­ 
tent. 


Among foods derived from ani­ 
mal sources, eggs, whole milk, 
and milk products are chiefly im­ 
portant. 
Both the cow and the 
hen derives their vitamin A large­ 
ly from plant material. 


The diets of the cow and the 
hen are significant in relation­ 
ship to the amount of vitamin A 


that w ill appear in the milk and 
the eggs derived from these ani­ 
mals.
